INSULT TO INJUliY. 



The Buperintcndent of education 
seems determined to widen tlfo breach 
between himself, the teachers and 
the public, and neglects no opiiortunity 
to vent his spleen on thoso whom 
chance has jilaced in liiH power. Ver- 
ily, the great Bard nuist liavn liadiiuli- 
VidUals witli dispositions similar to that 
of Mr, MoKenzie in his mind's oyo 
when he referred to a certain class wlio 
dressed in a little brief authority 
played such fantastic tricks before 
high heaven as to cause the angels to 
shed tears. The superintendent has 
done' many foolish and malicious 
things, but the last order promulgated 
by '^him, out-McKENZiES McKenzie. 
It is the E;ro.s.se.st insult that has yet 
been ofl'ered to tiio highly respecta- 
ble chiss who conduct the educational 
department and may get tlio .superln 
tendent and the niinistry who en- 
courage him in hia disgraceful 
acts' 'in the hottest of hot water. 
Just think what the order requiros. 
Every lady who may ofler herself as 
a candidate for the position of teacher 
is required to produce a certificate that 
she is neither a drunkard nor an im- 
proper character; and every gentleman 
^^ho may present himself for similar 
honors has got to [)ro\ e that he has 
temperate habits ami good morals I the 
inference being that every female 
teacher is an iuipropor person, and 
every male teaclier a drunkard, until 
he-or she has been proved otherwise. 
There are teachers of both sexes 
who have bcon connected with the 
schools for many year.i, and against 
whoui the foul tongue of scandal has 
never yet bocn wagged. Anouyinous 
letter • writers, accustomed to as 
sail other reputations, have 
left.; tiieirs alone. Some of the most 
promising and rospnctnlilc young men 
and women in the Province have grad- 
uated under their watchful pycs. The 
teachers here arc respected by every 
one whoso good opinion is worth 
having. Their oljarnoters have stood 
tlia severest tests, and after many years 
of faithful service to the government 
they are recjuired to produce cortiti- 
catos of good character I Wiio, we 
should like to be told, is to ])ass upon 
the certificates, and institute an in- 
quiry into the moral fitness of candid- 
ates, Not Mr. McKenzie, who sneak- 
ed into the public schools beneath the 
shadow of a "D. A." degree of "anc- 
ient and fishliko" appearance, and has 
neither submitted to an examination 
nor ))roduced a certificate of moral fit- 
ness. Not the Provincial Secretary, who 
has had the supreme audacity to tell the 
teachers that their voices must not be 
heard outside the school rooms. Not 
the Finance Minister, who tried to 
"dock" the teachers for their holiday.s. 
Not — oh 1 no — not the Attorney Gen- 
oral. Surely, surely, he will not allow 
Himself to be placed in a position to 
act as umpire in a case that involves a 
question of morality. Wo can see no 
reason or precedent for the order, as 
interpreted by the superintendent, 
which was intended to ajiply only to 
strangers and has been strained by the 
malice or the superintendent as a 
means to annoy and insult his betters. 

FAILURE OF THE MINING SEA- 
SON AT SKAGET. 

The resolutions of the miners of 
Skaget, publisUcd by us yesterday, 
put a stop to the incfl'ectual at- 
tempts of miners who may be desirous 
of reaching the new gold mines by 
means of the Skaget or Death's Head 
route, and to the unprincipled course of 
the merchants of Seattle in inducing 
goldhuntcrs to follow that route under 
false pretences. Early in the season 
we" stated that although niiner.s, by 
dint of ''hanging on by their eye- 
brows" might scale the precipitous 
heights of Sourdough i\Iountain and 
force their way through Skeleton Pass, 
they would reach the diggings after an 
enormous expenditure of manual force 
and vigor, and that the route from Seattle 
was entiridy impracticable as an 
avenue through which supplies could 
read) the miners. In indicating the 
diflBcultiPS which beset tlie path of the 
Skaget-bound niin«r we suggested that 
there existed a good practicable route 
by way of Frasor liiver and Fort 
Hope. Tho Seattle pcoule, however, 
by means of false representations, suc- 
ceeded in capturing the bulk of the 
travel, with what result ? The loss of 
at least a dozen pfeeimiH lives, and the 
failure of iho mines for the current 
season. The resolutions of tho Skaget 
gold miners sot forth in indignant 
terms the inefl'ectual character of t!ic 
means of communieation previded by 
the Seattleroute, andcallattention to the 
fact that tho scarcity of provisions has 
depopulated the diggings and pi cvented 
a development of what are believed to 
be rich claims. In their extremity the 
few miners remaining at the 
mines have ttirned to the tnuch-despised 
and libelled Fort Hope route and have 
despatched a deputation to hold out 
inducements to packers to i)ut on their 
trains from Hope to Ruby Creek, pro- 
mising all their patronage to those 
who may do so. We believe that a fav- 
orable answer has been received b}- 
the deputation and that a supply train 
will shortly leave Hope for tho dig- 
ginga" The responsibility for this un- 
fortunate condition of aflairs must rest 
entirely on tho shoulders of the Seat- 
tleites. The failure to determine the 
value of the new gold fields is entirely 
attributable to their misrepresenta- 
tions. They have sacrificed a groat 
and -permanent benefit to capture a 
littlfe 'temporary trade — sending miners 
in by the boatload to either perish by 
drowning or from want of food. Brit- 
ish Columbians, as the jjcssessora of the 
only practicable route, have now to J 



take hold of tho trade so that the 
men engaged in asccrcaining the value 
of the diggings may bo insured a suf- 
ficiency of food at low rates.

To THE EniToii OF The Coi.oni.st: — 
Sir. — In the evidence given by Air. Mc- 
Kenzie before the'Parliamentary Com-

"Mr. and Mrs. Haj'ward called at my 
honso, and among otlier thing.s informod 
mo tluit at tho time Mrs. Hayward was 
examined for lior certificato he (Mr. H.) 
heard accidentally that Mr. Jesaop in- 
tended to place j\Ir.s. Caldwell nliead of 
Airs. Hayward on tho examination list, 
but that ho (Mr. II.) wont to Mr. Jossop 
and compelled him to change tho order. 
On examining the list as made out by Mr. 
Jessop there was an alteration made in 
tho value of one of the anawera for music 
from Bonie other number to 16, this other 
number beins apparently 0, and that tho 
real value of that answer in Mrs. Iliiy- 
ward's e.xamniation paper was 0." 

On my attontion being drawn to tho 
above T at once placed myself in com- 
munication with tho government with 
the view of ascertaining if po.s.sible 
what foundation there was for this 
lying and vindictive statement, and, 
amongst others, addressed the following 
letter to the provincial secretary:

DkauShi: — In reference to my letter 
to you of the 5th inst. (dated in error u.s 
the ()th inst.) and subsequent conversa- 
tiuns, 1 have tho honor to inform you 
that, acting on your suggestion, I liave 
made [U'r.sunal application to tho suporin- 
teiident of education for an opportunity 
tc-i verify the statement and iaiplication 
made by him respecting my wife's exam- 
ination papers. 

lie positively refuses my request and 
intimates that only an "ordor-iu-Council" 
will compel him to do it, and on my re- 
lircsonting how unjust and incun.sistout 
this w!is, lio said "all is fairin war;" i. i'.,he 
claims to use the public property held by 
liiiii in trust and to take any other imfair 
advantayu he can of liis position to injure 
others. 

T denounce his ciuirge against me as a 
wicked and malieioiis lio, and the attempt 
to prove it by roferonco to my wife's 
papers I have every reason to believe is 
equally unfounded. I only regret that in 
giving his evidence before the conunittoo 
the .lupcriutendont was not placed under 
oath, as in that case I should have been 
enabled to protect myself and wife from 
the cflects of his falsehoods by instituting 
an action against him for perjury. 

I need hardly say that this rofiection on 
myself and wife is calculated to do us 
serious injury, and I therefore ask you as 
a simple matter of justice for f:iirjicieiit 
aulhoritij to see tho oxanunatiou papers 
(in tho presence of any person 3"ou may 
name) to compare them with others and 
to tako notes and memoranda there- 
from. 

1 have tho lujiior to bo, sir, 

Vour obedient servant, 
Chas. Hayward. 

After pegging away at tho govern- 
ment in this way for two weeks I suc- 
ceeded in viowing tho papers in the 
presence of the deputy jjrovincial 
secretary. I found. Sir, t/iat no after- 
a/ton had been made in the viurks on the. 
orii/innl paper, and that my wife's nui- 
jority v.-as largo enough to havo main- 
tained her rank and standing if twice 
15 had been deducted from her marks, 
and that therefore the statement and 
implication made by the superintendent 
was deliberately untrue. With regard 
to my compelling Mr. Jessop to change 
tho order allow mo to enclose a letter 
from that gentleman : 

Victoria, Alay 13th, 1880. 

Dkar Sir. — In reply to 3-our enquiry 
of ycHtorday I bog to state that there is no 
foundation whatever for the assertion of 
tlie supcrindentent of education that I 
wa.s "compoUed to change the order of 
Mrs. Uayward's name on the examina- 
tion list." No influence was brought to 
bear upon mo, either directly or indirect- 
ly, in the matter; nor was any chaueo 
made. The same may be said with re- 
ference to ever}' member of tho late board 
of education. Vcrj* truly, yours, 
JoH.v jKssor. 

I cannot imagine why the superin- 
tendent should liawk teaehera' exami- 
nation papers round town, unless it is 
iiiteiulod that tho education ollice is to 
degon(>rato into a sort of political in 
quisition to be used to punish those 
who oppose or difl'er from the authori- 
ties, and reward thoso who agree with 
them.

Pa-ssongers 
who left here on Wednesday night for 
New -Westminster arrived there at 5 
o'clock on Thursday morning, and after a 
detention of two hours, during which 
time through freight per steamer Princess 
Louise was transferred to tho Wm. Irving, 
they proceeded up tho rivor. Tho steamer 
Western Slope also arrived at Now West- 
minster at 4 o'clock on Thursday and 
went up river without delay. Nothing 
W.1S seen of her yesterday on tho passcige 
down from Vale and it is said sho had 
gone into Sumaas sl«ugh for a load of luiu- 
bor. Tlio steamer Royal City reached 
Now Westminster at 1:30 p. ni. yester- 
day, ran alongside tho Princess Louise 
and transferred freight and passengers 
from Yalo for this city with which the Prin- 
cess Louise arrived as stated. Tho 
Cariboo and Yale mails not having been 
sorted at Vale wore left behind at Now 
Westniin.ster and will bo brought down 
by tho Enterprise to-day. Tliis detention 
will not occur again as tho now postal 
arrangements will be ellectod ne.x.t week. 
Tho arrival of the Princess Louise last 
night is a remarkable change in tho order 
of things; but tho groat stuiiibliiigblnck 
to commerce still o.xi-sts in tlio tran.ship- 
mont of Victoria and Yale freight and 
passongors and mails at New Wcbtiniu- 
ter. That practice must bo discontinued 
or the commerce of this port will continue 
to bo heavily weighted with unnecessary 
and ruinous charges.

The (j'kowth or Glasuow.— Since 
the close of her theological and succes- 
sion troubles, Scotland has increased in 
population and wealth at a rate only 
exceeded by America and Australia 
with tho help of an un])rece'lented 
immigration. Of this progress Gla.sgow 
is a good example. In a work just 
published, "Old Glasgow," it is stated 
that 100 years ago tho population of 
the city was less than 4,300; it is now 
well on to a million. And this growth 
hag been mainly due to the enterprise 
and industry of the inhabitants them- 
selves. The citizens of London inher- 
ited their magnificent river; the men 
of Glasgow made theirs. A hundred 
years ago the Clyde was only navigable 
for- small barges; the other day a 
steamer of 2,713 tons sailed up tho 
river and reached her berth at the 
Brooniielaw, in tho heart of the city, 
in three hours from the estuary. Dur- 
ing the seven years ending 1877, of 
tho vessels constructed in the United 
Kingdom nearly half the tonnage was 
of Clyde-built ships. As an indication 
of the foreign coniHierce of Glasgovr, it 
may bo stated that no less than 250,000 
tons of sugar were imported into the 
city in 1878, and in the previous year 
six million pounds of tea. The great 
iron industries of the Clyde vallsy have 
all grown up within tho century. This 
rapid development of commerce and 
industry out of such small beginnings, 
and in tho face of adverse circum- 
stances, should bo taken to heart by 
the Irish people, who would equally 
find their account in putting their own 
shoulders to the wheel instead of sit- 
ting down and calling on Hercules. —
